1. Kegotiationa vith the Dat’leh Intelllgenee Senrioe vare suooesaFully 
eoflqpXeted on 27 vith the Danes agreeing to pirovide the foUovtog aupport: 

a. Olearanoe for an U8AEE L-20 to laiA and take-off at Xaatrup, 
Copenhagen. 

b. Clearanee for landing an raAIB L-80 at Ronne^ Boruhola. 

0 . Parking and refueling feoilitiea for the L-20 at Ronne^ Bornholm. 

d. Berrioee of the airport manager at Ronne« Bornholm. 

e. Sexvieea of tvo intelligenee offieere. 

f. Bervioea of tvo DIB oooaunioationa men. 

g. Two RB-6 W/T seta and one 70 watt Qeraan transmitter. 

h. Bafehouac for installation of above equipment and bousing of 
the Headquartera eoomunieatioim man. 

1. Baokatopping of cover i^rjr to explain the presenee of Col. 

A. R. White and Ma^. D. Reed, UBAf, and ^ in 

hotel in Bornholm. 


j. Arranging for ’’magnetic anoamliea” cover atorjr for the Danish 
Air Defense system to avoid a possible air-raid alert. 

k. Arranging for Danish Ravy mlnesveeper to stand by at sea for 
reac«ie operations if required, consistent vith legend in paragraph 
J, above. 

l. Arrangiiig for Danish Rescue Service FBX to stand by at Bornholm 
for rescue operations if required, consistent vith legend in 
paragraph 4, above. 


2. A tentative target date of t August was set for the operation. It 
vas necessary to extend this, however, vhen a message was received from CANBARO/2 
reporting that the original landing tone (LZ) vas no longer useable and that

6. In a V/f Bsasage rooeivod froB CANBABO/2 on 7 BoptoadMtr* ho reported 
ootobllahing eontoet with CAMDSO/2 and gare tho vaather inforBatlon ragaaotod 
of hlB* A aaeond vaather report was roeoivod froB hiB on 9 geptoaihor. Boeauao 
of heavy intarfaroneo froa other atatioiB on approaiaataly the aaaa fragaanoiM

9be ^over 
story for its presence on tbs island was that it was about to engage in extended 
loeal flights investigating aagnetie aneaslies in tbe area. There appeared to 
be no partid^^ enrioeity oeeasimed bgr its arrival on tbe island. 

13. A detailed weatiter analyeis was perforaed bgr Lt. Col. Brock at 
JbPaidcfurt early on the lOtb, and at 0900 2 a sigul was transaitted to^ 

B ,3oo Bomhola froa Liaber indicating that tbe weather prospects for we 
aissiOQ looked favorable. A "Q” was received in reply froa BombOia indicating 
all was in readiness at that end. A detailed weather report for use in tbe 
pilots* Inriefing was tnuaaitted to Bombed later in the day. Liaber was 
now aonitoring Bomtuda continuously. 

It. In the 1100 2 bboadeast to CAIOASO/2, the agent was given the BTA of 
the aircraft at target »a 2330 2 and inetruoted in the recognition eignal to 
be need. A spools broadouit wae set up with hla tor 2000 2 that day eo that 
the OfMnratlm could 1m cancelled before tabc-off in the event the weather 
deterloratad. The agent wae inatrusted in the use of a special danger 
eignal with which te could notify Liaber to recall the aircraft. Proa this 
tlac on, Lliber aonltored the agent emitiimoesly. 

15* A aessagB was received fron the agent at 1$1^ 2 indicating he had 
received and understood our hroadesst and that all was in readloecs at hie end. 
This inforaation plus the agfi^*e weather report was iaaediately transaitted 
to Boridioln hy v/f, wiMit^ipoo the specific briefing of the crew wee begun. 

16. At 1930 2 a USAFB C-?A took off froa Wiesbaden ATB tor Cc^nhagen. 

This alroraft arrived in tte area W2 of Bomhola shortly after the L«20*e 
take«off and orbited at 12,000 feet In order to provide a eoasK> link between 
Liaber, Bomhola and the L»20 since tbe latter did not poccess tbe capability 
of receiving VHF training froa the ground at the desired range. It, as well 
oe the L-20, were under continuous aonltor both by Liaber and Bomhola. When 
it was Judg^ the L<4S0 bad pessed its aaxiaua reoeptlon range, the turned 
for Copenhagen, landing there at 2200 2. It now stood by at Copenhagen awaiting 
the return of the L-20 erew and passengers.

18 . Agency pereoanel egaiiyed with dsylieate aete of Air fioree iaeigaiaa 
aad aerial nonhera for tlM nleeiim aircraft acre eta a d la g by at Ocqpeahagm 
and at BaracHhaven la the er«at tte I.-80 eae forced to lead at eithmr field 
because of eeather on ite retara* A duplicate L«80 eae ataadlag by at 
meabaden aad arraageaesta had been aade to file aa arrieal report tram 
BomhoLn fmr it la tbe ereat the alee ion aircraft eent doom over target. 

19* The aieeicm alreraft returned to Bornhola at 0bl9 S vlUioiit laadiag 
at tbe target area. A debriefing of the aarigator and pilot iadieated that 
the route had been flown ee planned, hot beeauee of heavy tuxtuleaee enroate 
the alreraft had not arrlTod over the LI until 0011 £. Altboiai^ they reported 
seeing liiiite on aa opaa field, vhieh they Judged to he the IS, the observed 
lights were not in the pr^er L pattern aor was a reeoAitioa aigaal aeaa. 

The erev had eiMteluded that this could not he the inteadsd LS aad spent 
approKlaately 8 $ aiautee flyiag around the general araa in aaareh of a proper 
light pattern. BO ideatiflable light pattern was observed, aad the aircraft 
returned to baee leaving the target area coast at 0111 S> 

80. A w/l aeaaage waa reeeived trcm GAMBARO /8 at I 3 OO £ 11 BaptaaSber, 
reportiag that be aad his reeeptioo party bad be«c in ^aee at tbe L£ tbe 
previo ua night froa 2200 £ to 0800 £• lo aircraft ted been eeea, but had 
been faintly heard far to tte aorth of the LE at 0013 £• The pa^y*s lights 
had then been turned on aad the reeognltion signal given without, however, 
attraeting the alrexaft. This aeseage, aa well as all Vui previous oaes 
reeeived contained all available iadioatorw prcyerly gXraa to show freedoa 
froa control. 

21 . Inaeaueh as the two versions of what oeeuxTOd at tte Z£ were at 
vide dlvergmee, the pilot auod navigator vere subjected to a further detailed 
debriefing aad extensive polygra^ interrogation. The emolualone arrived at 
as a result of thla proeteure vere that there was no deliberate deecptiim 
involved an their part, woreover it was farther c<»eladed that they vere 
both honestly convinced that no navigaticmal error had been wade and both 
believed that th^ had arrived over the intended 12 . 

Conolueions t The eireuaatanees of this ease do not appear to fit the 
pattern of ' ^eiitle ' R18 control in any readily conceivable way. WO are aatisfied 
the pilots hmiestly believe that the correct LZ ted been located. On the 
other hand, we feel it is probable that the navigator in fact did mke an 
error in navigatiem. From a careful study of all the facte available to us.
